(AP) - A $145 
million building bill with money for a net 
state prison and other major buildingand 
renovation projects throughout .Missouri w 
U be back in the hands of the House of 
Representatives today. 
The House and Senate were scheduled to 
be back in special session late this afternoon 
to try to finish work mi the huge spending 
measure. 
Leoislative leaders had hoped to wind up 
the special session by Tuesday. 
Although there are difference between the 
version of the building bill approved by the 
House and Senate last week, both chambers 
have endored the prison compromise 
sectionsof the measure. 
The bill whs expected to end up in a House 
and Senate conference committee wwhere 
the lawmakers from both bodies will try to 
iron out their difference. 
Still, the prison isse, which brought the 
deadlock between the House and Senat 
during the regular session, and that even­ 
tually led to this summer’s special session, 
has moved successfully 
through 
both 
legislative bodies. 
As it stands now $37 million has been 


earmarked for prison construction and 
renovations, with the main item being $25 
million for a new maximum security prison 
in either the St. Louis area or Washington 
County. 
A couple of amendments to include St. 
Charles County in the consideration for the 
site of the new medium security prison were 
turned down by the Senate when it took final 
action on the bill last Thursday. 
Another amendment 
to exclude the 
Chesterfield+ Gumbo area of St. Louis 
County as a possible location also was easily 
defeated by the senators. 
So, The St. Louis County, St. Louis and 
Washington County remain the three areas 
under consideration for the new facilitiy, 
which is the same as the compromise set­ 
tlement worked out last month by Gov.

Despite the amount of debate on the 
prison issue, the appropriation for the new 
correctional facilties make up less than half 
of the total amount of spending contained in 
the multi-million building bill. 
As approved by the Senate, the measure 
calls for spending about $145 million, as 
opposed to the $142 million okayed by the 
House last Tuesday. 
More than half of the money the state will 
spend to pay for the more than $140 million 
in Missouri building projects called for in 
the bill will come from the federal gover­ 
nment. 
For example, the $37.45 million for the 
new prison work will be paid for with $18.81 
million in federal revenue sharing money 
and $18.64 million in state general funds. 
The legislature has traditionally relied on 
federal revenue sharing money for much of 
its major buildihg program and some 
lawmakers have questioned the use of 
almost $20 million in general state revenue 
for the capital impromvents bill.

Fire dam ages New Madrid County^ 
Jail, juvenile prisoner escapes 


NEW MADRID • An early morning fire 
today damaged the New Madrid County 
Jail, 636 Powell St., 
and forced the 
evacuation of 14 prisoners being held in the 
two-story structure. 
Fire Chief H. H. “Bud" Townsend Jr. said 
the fire department was called about 2 a.m. 
today to the jail, located one block north of 
the courthouse. 
The Maze, believed by Townsend to have 
been deliberately set in the second floor 
attic by a prisoner, was contained,in about 
an hour. Firemen remained at the scene 


fighting hotspots until about 8 a.m. today. 
Firemen have been called to the jail on 
three previous occasions to extinguish fires 
believed to have been set. 
New Madrid County Sheriff Walter Ivy 
said today 14 prisoners, held on charges 
ranging from peace distrubance to murder, 
were evaccuated from the burning favility. 
A 16-year-old New Madrid Juvenile fled 
the scene and had not been located this 
morning. 
Ten of the prisoners were taken to 
Pemiscot County Jail in Caruthersville and 


three were placed in the city jail, pending 
court appearances this morning. 
Townsend and Ivy commended the fire 
department for their efforts in containing 
the blaze quickly and preventing further 
damage The roof and second floor ceiling 
were burned with debris falling through to 
the second floor. 
Townsend said two pumper units were 
used to control the fire and the Lilbourn fire 
department was called to the scene as a 
standby measure. 
No injuries were reported.

CARUTHERSVILLE - Three men, each 
charged with murder or attempted murder 
in different cases, escaped from the 
Pemiscot County jail Sunday night, but 
have been captured and returned to the jail, 
the Pemiscot County Sheriff’s Department 
said today.

Sunday when Alton Bropden, B, of Ha yd 
and Steven Oatsvall, 20, of Caruthersville 
took a mop handle and a rag rope and 
released a lock on a maximum security cell.

George Moody, a deputy sheriff and 
dispatcher, went back to the dining area to 
the soft drink machine. 
Oatsvall was hiding behind a door in the 
room and Brogden was hiding behind a 
short wall, where they could not be seen. 
The two jumped Moody and Brogden hit 
the deputy in the head with his fists.

let a third prisoner, Roger Dale Jackson, 18, 
of Bragg City, out of his cell upstairs.

Vance opens Red Chinese talks 


PEKING (AP) — Secretory of State 
Cyrus R. Vance, here to explore chances of 
establishing full diplomatic relations with 
China, opened talks with Chinese leaders 
today by emphasizing the two countries' 
common political interests in various parts 
of the world. 
In a sitting room in the Great Hall of the 
People, Vance began his first meeting with 
a Chinese team headed by Foreign Minister 
Huang Hua by saying there are areas where 
the two countries have “mutual interests.” 
One of these areas is Africa, where both 
the United States and China are eager to 
blunt Soviet penetration They are con­ 
cerned about inroads the Russians are 
m akiig in east Africa and with insurgent 
movements in southern Africa 
American officials said the “ international 
ckscussion,” as Vance called it, was aimed 
at 
persuading 
Peking 
that 
a 
closer 
relationship can be built with Washington 
on the basis of shared objectives. 


This phase erf the talks is likely to occupy 
the first two days of Vance's four-day visit 
to the Chinese capital, serving as a buildup 
to the dominant subject — a mutual desire

Despite the amount of debate on the 
prison issue, the appropriation for the new 
correctional facilties make up less than half 
of the total amount of spending contained in 
the multi-million building bill 
As approved by the Senate, the measure 
calls for spending about $145 million, as 
opposed to the $142 million okayed by the 
House last Tuesday. 
More than half of the money the state will 
spend to pay for the more than $140 million 
in Missouri building projects called for in 
the bill will come from the federal gover­ 
nment 
For example, the $37 45 million for the 
new prison work will be paid for with $18.81 
million in federal revenue sharing money 
and $18 64 million in state general funds 
The legislature has traditionally relied on 
federal revenue sharing money for much of 
its major buildihg program and some 
lawmakers have questioned the use of 
almost $20 million in general state revenue 
for the capital impromvents bill 
In action last week, the Senate added 
back another $2 58 million for a multi­

FAIR PLAY IN PANAMA 
After bloody riots in the Canal Zone that left 25 dead in 
1964 and after tortu ou s negotiations since then, the 
United States and Panama at last have agreed “in 
principle” on the fu tu re of the Panama Canal. 
In a historic and sensible step toward decolonialism, 
the Carter administration wishes to yield control over the 
waterway and the 533-squ are-mile Canal Zone to 
Panama in the year 2000. 
The negotiators no dou bt feel they have accomplished 
a difficu lt feat, bu t the hardest part lies ahead: to con­ 
vince the requ ired 67 U. S. senators that it is in the 
national interest ot ratify a new canal treaty. 
While a word-by-word treaty hasn’t yet been written, 
the ou tlined agreement seems fair to both sides. 
The Panamanians made major concessions: letting 
the Americans ru n the canal for 23 more years; ac­ 
cepting a U. S. military presence u ntil 2000; agreeing 
that U. S. forces cou ld retu rn after that date to defend the 
canal, and scaling down their annu al rental demands to 
$50 million, which can be covered by canal tolls. 
Unfortu nately the canal issu e is an emotional one in 
this cou ntry and a violent debate can be expected. 
Ronald Reagan and other conservatives are fond of 
declaiming. “We bou ght it, we paid for it, we bu ilt it and 
we ou ght to keep it.” 
In fact, “we bu ilt it” is abou t the only accu rate part of 
the statement. We didn’t bu y it; Teddy Roosevelt u sed to 
admit prou dly that he “took” the Canal Zone and all bu t 
blackmailed Panama into ratifying the one-sided 1903 
treaty giving the United States rights there “in per­ 
petu ity.” 
However, it’s pointless to argu e abou t ancient history. 
What this cou ntry got away with in an era of imperialism 
is not what it shou ld practice today. It makes more sense 
to argu e abou t the canal’s valu e, which is mu ch 
exaggerated by its admirers. 
Diplomatically it is a handicap. It is seen throu ghou t 
Latin America as proof of “Yankee imperialism” and 
thu s harms the nation’s interests in the hemisphere. 
Strategically it is obsolete. Big aircraft carriers, large 
naval vessels and modern tankers cannot fit throu gh it. 
That is why this cou ntry bu ilt a two-ocean 
Navy. 
Also, the canal is indefensible; in wartime one Soviet 
su bmarine cou ld close it with one nu clear missile. 
Economically the canal is overrated. It now carries 
only two per cent of this cou ntry’s coast-to-coast trade. 
And by the year 2000 its military and economic valu e will 
be less than today’s. 
Americans ou ght to try to look at the canal throu gh 
Panamanian eyes. It was stolen from them. It is an open 
wou nd dividing their cou ntry, diminishing their 
nationhood. It is their main natu ral resou rce - held by 
foreigners. 
There are only 1.7 million Panamanians bu t they are 
u nited in their determination to regain the Canal Zone. If 
the Senate su ccu mbs to demogogu ery and jingoism and 
defeats the treaty, one can expect gu errilla warfare and 
sabotage of the canal. 
In their stru ggle the Panamanians will have the 
backing of all Latin America. Shou ld this cou ntry risk a | 
nasty little tropical Vietnam over a waterway that isn’t 
worth mu ch anymore?

Good ol’ Bert Lance and his Office of Management and 
Bu dget.

So the OMB fired off a letter to two other government 
agencies telling them to get together soon on a 
requ irement that all the ingredients of alcoholic 
beverages be listed on their labels. 
Like anything to do with booze in this cou ntry, the idea 
has a tortu ou s past. Back in 1975 the Food and Dru g 
Administration decided that consu mers had the right to 
know what was in liqu or and wine and proposed in­ 
formative labels. 
Eight distilleries filed su it in federal cou rt in 
Lou isville, Ky., (how cou ld they lose there?) and the 
cou rt told the FDA to mind its bu siness and leave the 
matter to the Bu reau of Alcohol, Tabacco and Firearms. 
Since BATF rarely does anything the indu stry dislikes, 
the matter stalled. Now OMB, wielding the clou t of 
President Carter’s friend Bert, wants consu mers “made 
aware of hidden and potentially harmfu l ingredients” in 
their tipples, and action is likely to follow. 
Frankly we are no au thority on liqu or or labels, bu t we 
have a pretty strong hu nch: if whisky and wine makers 
don’t want to detail what is in their produ cts, there is 
something in there cu stomers wou ldn’t like to read 
abou t. And if the makers have to list ingredients, they’ll» 
have a way of removing whatever it is that pu rchasers 
object to. 
So g o o d luck to OMB in its effo rt a t truth-in-whisky 
la beling . If full disclo sure It g o o d eno ug h fo r po liticia ns 
a nd judg es a nd o ther thing s tha t a re ba a fo r y o ur hea lth, 
why sho uld y o n ha lf-g a llo n be ex empt?.

THIS IS PROGRESS? 
“You ’d better brace you r­ 
selves, becau se there may be 
some big changes in store at 
you r local post office." 
So states Rep. Ike Skelton 
regarding 
recent 
recom­ 
mendations 
from the Com­ 
mission of Postal Service. The 
commission 
is an advisory 
board that was created last year 
to stu dy postal problems. 
While some of the com­ 
mission’s 
recommendations 
make sense, and shou ld be pu t 
into effect, we share ou r 
congressman’s concern abou t 
other 
featu res. 
The 
most 
alarming proposal is the one to 
eliminate 
Satu rday 
mail 
delivery. 
This radical step deserves 
long and carefu l thou ght from 
all citizens. Unfortu nately, it 
may not get it. The decision is u p 


to the Postal Service, which has 
90 days (less now) to act on the 
c o m m issio n’s 
re c o m ­ 
mendations. 
Needless to say, commerce 
and bu siness in the United 
States are intimately tied to 
reliable and expeditiou s mail 
delivery. If we arbitrarily move 
to only five-day delivery, we will 
correspondingly strikes blow at 
the nation’s economy. 
Apart from this, millions of 
Americans expect and depend 
u pon Satu rday mail delivery in 
the normal cou rse of their lives. 
Not the least of these are those 
living in ru ral areas who depend 
totally u pon the U.S. Mail to 
keep them informed of what is 
going on in the world throu gh 
their daily newspaper. 
In this regard it is ironic to 
note that it was exactly 60 years 
ago that ru ral free delivery 
service was extended to most of 
the ru ral areas of the United 
States. This permitted farmers 
to receive their newspapers 
daily by mail. Now it is proposed 
that to a significant extent we 
tu rn back the clock to the old 
days when daily mail delivery 
was u nknown. 
The 
Democrat-Capital 
has 
been in the bu siness of serving 
su ch cu stomers for many 
decades now. We do not think 
this kind of redu ced service is 
what they expect from their 
federal government 
Only Congress can head this 
plan off, and Rep. Skelton has 
u rged his constitu ents to let him 
know where they stand on the 
issu e.

Across the land, the day of the 
deli has dawned. No longer is the 
delicatessen 
an 
overeater’s 
oasis fou nd only in the big cities 
of 
America, 
specifically 
in 
neighborhoods with a Jewish 
heritage. Today the delicatessen 
is crowding in on the territory of 
the fast-food franchise, where 
the 
cheesebu rger 
with 


everything, pancakes and gooey 
syru p, and the fried chicken 
finger feast have tried to. stu n 
the nation’s taste bu ds. 
Nobody knows how many delis 
there are in the United States, 
except tiiat there are never 
enou gh for the wandering lover 
of hot pastrami, garlic bagels, 
chopped chicken livers, Polish 
salami, 
kosher 
dills, 
cheesecake, 
pickled herring, 
potato salad, lox, cream cheese 
and Ru ssian dressing. 
The heartbu rn of nostalgia for 
good delicatessens may be in­ 
creasingly harder to work u p as 
these u niqu e eateries mu ltiply 
arou nd the cou ntry, sometimes 
with su ch regional additions to 
the ethnic fare as Georgia grits, 
Texas chili and Caiforria egg 
rolls. One man’s downtown 
delicatessen may be another’s 
mere cold cu ts cou nter in the 
su bu rban 
su permarket. 
Bu t 
wherever, the essential eye- 
bu lging edibles are u su ally 
immu ne from low calorie cou nts 
and low cholesterol levels. So 
are the cu stomers. 
According to New York 
newsman Israel Shenker: “A 
persistent legend has it that 
Colu mbu s was a Jew—and a 
persistent joke is that he never 
settled in the New World simply 
becau se he cou ld not find a 
Jewish 
delicatessen 
here.” 
Times have changed. Jews were 
among 
America’s 
earliest 
settlers, bu t the great waves of 
immigrants 
from 
Ru ssia, 
Romania, Poland and Au stria- 
Hu ngary in the 35 to 40 years 
before the first World War 
brou ght the food tastes that soon 
were flowering in the tiny ethnic 
groceries of Eastern U.S. cities. 
The American delicatessen 
became renowned not only for 
its savory delectables to take 
home, bu t as a place to feast the 
eye and delight the nose—and to 
stretch the 
mou th, perhaps 
arou nd a three-inch-thick hot 
pastrami on pu mpernickel 
stu ffed with sau erkrau t and 
dripping with Ru ssian dressing. 
Pastrami itself is almost an 
American 
delicatessen 
in­ 
vention, 
a 
natu ralized 
beef 
relative of the spiced pork and 


lamb pastrama of Romania. The 
chewy, baked bagel, known to 
comics as a cement dou ghnu t or 
as the scone of stone, piled with 
smoked salmon, or lox, on a 
m o rtar 
of cream 
cheese, 
became the cornerstone of many 
a monu mental nosh, or snack. 
"I 
can 
never 
resist 
a 
delicatessen,” said playwright 
John van Dru ten. "I hate eating 
alone, except things you can sort 
of cu ddle u p on a cou ch 
with—like potato salad.” Mark 
Twain cou ld have been spelling 
ou t a 
sort 
of delicatessen 
philosophy when he wrote: 
“Part of the secret of su ccess in 
life is to eat what you like and let 
the food fight it ou t inside.”

MUDDYING THE 
CLEAN-WATER LAW 
From The 
New York Times 
The Federal Water Pollu tion 
Control Act of 1972 was a major 
tu rning point in the long stru ggle 
to clean u p the nation’s rivers 
and protect its water resou rces. 
For the first time, Congress 
adequ ately responded to two 
grim facts: Every major river 
system in America is seriou sly 
pollu ted, and the nation's ponds, 
marshes and other wetlands 
have 
been 
systematically 
diminished 
to a 
dangerou s 
extent. As a resu lt of recent 
actions 
by the 
Hou se of 
Representatives, the act is now 
in jeopardy. 
The law set the bold goal of 
“zero discharge” of pollu tants 
into the nation’s rivers by 1985. 
It created a licensing system for 
the Army Corps of Engineers to 
control du mping into any 
stream, river or wetland. 
Previou sly, u nder an 1899 law, 
the Army Engineers regu lated 
only streams and rivers u sed in 
interstate commerce.

The 
extension 
of 
federal 
protection to small streams and 
to wetlands was of critical 
importance. 
Wetlands 
are 
natu re’s breeding grou nds and 
also its backu p system where 
water from storms and floods is 
absorbed, fish are spawned, and 


birds pa— part of their life 
cycle. Du mping, particu larly of 
materials 
containing 
heavy 
metals or toxic pesticides, has 
had a disactrou s effect. 
Lest year, the Hou se passed 
legislation that wou ld have 
virtu ally repealed the law as ter 
as regu ktingwedsnds and small 
streams wss concerned . That 
attempt died in a Ho u se-Senate 
conference, bu t this yesr the 
Hou se has again passed a bill 
that wou ld su bstantially weaken 
the licensing au thority. 
The bill ss passed by the 
Hou se contains other du biou s 
amendments; they pose com­ 
plex qu estions that the Senate 
Pu blic Works Committee wants 
to restu dy in hearings later this 
spring . This cau tiou s approach 
is also favored by the Carter 
Administration. Unfortu nately, 
in a n effort to preempt the 
contest, the Hou se attached its 
amendments to the President’s 
4-billion-dollar 
emergency 
pu blic works bill, which mu st be 
dealt with promptly. 
The 
Senate 
and 
the 
Administration may yet con­ 
clu de that clarifying langu age is 
necessary to exempt normal 
activités in farming, ranching 
and forestry that have only 
minor environmental impact on 
rivers and wetlands. Bu t the 
Hou se amendments go well 
beyond any su ch necessary 
clarification. The nation’s water 
resou rces are too scarce and 
preciou s to allow a retu rn to the 
reckless practices of the past.

Interior Aids Hunters 
by .lark Anderson 
and Lev Whitten 
WASHINGTON - The bi* 
game hu nters who are 
slau ghtering endangered 
animals may have fou nd 
an ally at the Interior 
Dept. 
The hu nters are taking 
carefu l aim at the list of 
endangered species, which 
protects su ch rapidly van­ 
ishing animals as the leop­ 
ard, zebra, antelope, qu ail 
and Mexican du ck. If the 
hu nters water down the 
safegu ards, they will be 
able to kill and import 
greater nu mbers of the 
imperiled animals. Shou ld 
restrictions be lifted, for 
example, the sleek leopard 
may soon be seen nowhere 
except in the windows of 
chic fu r salons. 
Until 
recently, 
the 
United States has been 
leading the fight against 
wholesale slau ghter of en­ 
dangered animals. 
Ru t 
that policy has now been 
jeopardized by the Interior 
Dept.’s top official in 
charge of protecting wild­ 
life. 
He is the pipe-smoking, 
personable Robert Herbst. 
who has qu ietly caved in to 
the demands of the hu nting 
lobby. He will permit a 
hu nter to be one of two 
private U.S. representa­ 
tives to an international 
conference which will de­ 
cide whether many endan­ 
gered species will su rvive. 
That decision, fu med one 
* 


environmentalist, 
"is like 
sending 
a member of the 
Ku Klu x Klan to an inter­ 
national 
conference 
on 
hu man rights to provide 
’balance’ to the delega­ 
tion." 
Herbst insists, however, 
that the hu nters shou ld 
have a vote at the conven­ 
tion. They represent a 
certain element of the con­ 
servation commu nity that 
has a right to be heard/ he 
told u s. *1 ju st 
saw it as a 
fair thing to do." 
Herbst made u p his mind 
after hu ddling privately 
with three officials of 
Safari Clu bs International. 
Even thou gh the hu nters 
fiercely oppose U.S. policy 
on endangered species, 
Herbst 
permitted 
the 
Safari officials to choose 
one of their own to attend 
the conference. Growled 
one Interior official: "Ev­ 
erybody fou nd ou t abou t it 
after the fact.* 
Du ring Herbst \s recent 
tenu re as Minnesota’s top 
environmental official, the 
Interior Dept, formally 
threatened to take him to 
cou rt for allegedly au thor­ 
izing the slau ghter of en­ 
dangered timber wolves. 
Herbst maintained the reg­ 
u lations were confu sing. 
We have discovered tha' 
Herbst misled the Senate 
when he testified at his 
confirmation hearings that 
he tried to change the 


wolf’s statu s from 'endan­ 
gered” to "threatened.* We 
have obtained a letter in 
which Herbst requ ested 
that Minnesota wolves be 
removed from all federal 
protection. 
The hu nters, however, 
were so impressed with 
Herbst’s 
previou s 
per­ 
formance that they enthu ­ 
siastically su pported him 
at his Senate confirmation 
hearings. 
Likely 
Choice: 
Rep. 
Clement Zablocki, D.-Wis., 
a onetime choir director 
and organist who now 
chairs the Hou se Interna­ 
tional Relations Commit­ 
tee, is not exactly shy 
abou t tooting his own horn. 
Recently, for example, 
Speaker 
Thomas 
"Tip* 
O’Neill asked a nu mber of 
Hou se chairmen for nomi­ 
nees to serve on the new 
committee on intelligence. 
Five respected congress­ 
men on the International 
Relations Committee vied 
for the opportu nity.

FAIR PLAY IN PANAMA 
After bloody riots in the Canal Zone that left 25 dead in 
1964 and after tortuous negotiations since then, the 
United States and Panama at last have agreed “in 
principle” on the future of the Panama Canal. 
In a historic and sensible step toward decolonialism, 
the Carter administration wishes to yield control over the 
waterway and the 533-square-mile Canal Zone to 
Panama in the year 2000. 
The negotiators no doubt feel they have accomplished 
a difficult feat, but the hardest part lies ahead: to con­ 
vince the required 67 U. S. senators that it is in the 
national interest ot ratify a new canal treaty. 
While a word-by-word treaty hasn’t yet been written, 
the outlined agreement seems fair to both sides 
The Panamanians made major concessions: letting 
the Americans run the canal for 23 more years; ac­ 
cepting a U. S. military presence until 2000; agreeing 
that U. S. forces could return after that date to defend the 
canal, and scaling down their annual rental demands to 
$50 million, which can be covered by canal tolls. 
Unfortunately the canal issue is an emotional one in 
this country' and a violent debate can be expected. 
Ronald Reagan and other conservatives are fond of 
declaiming. “We bought it, we paid for it, we built it and 
we ought to keep it.” 
In fact, “we built it” is about the only accurate part of 
the statement. We didn’t buy it; Teddy Roosevelt used to 
admit proudly that he “took” the Canal Zone and all but 
blackmailed Panama into ratifying the one-sided 1903 
treaty giving the United States rights there “in per­ 
petuity.” 
However, it’s pointless to argue about ancient history. 
What this country got away with in an era of imperialism 
is not what it should practice today. It makes more sense 
to argue about the canal’s value, which is much 
exaggerated by its admirers. 
Diplomatically it is a handicap. It is seen throughout 
Latin America as proof of “Yankee imperialism” and 
thus harms the nation’s interests in the hemisphere. 
Strategically it is obsolete. Big aircraft carriers, large 
naval vessels and modern tankers cannot fit through it. 
That is why this country built a two-ocean 
Navy. 
Also, the canal is indefensible, in wartime one Soviet 
submarine could close it with one nuclear m issile 
Economically the canal is overrated. It now carries 
only two per cent of this country’s coast-to-coast trade 
And by the year 2000 its military and economic value will 
be less than today’s. 
Americans ought to try to look at the canal through 
Panamanian eyes. It was stolen from them. It is an open 
wound 
dividing 
their 
country, 
diminishing 
their 
nationhood It is their main natural resource - held by 
foreigners. 
There are only 1.7 million Panamanians but they are 
united in their determination to regain the Canal Zone If 
the Senate succumbs to demogoguery and jingoism and 
defeats the treaty, one can expect guerrilla warfare and 
sabotage of the canal. 
In their struggle the Panamanians will have the 
backing of all Latin America Should this country risk a > 
nasty little tropical Vietnam over a waterway that isn’t 
worth much anymore?

Voyager 1 is scheduled to arrive at Jupiter before 
Voyager 2 because it is traveling a more direct route 
The two spacecraft are being sent on the voyage in a $500 
million effort to study, among other things, plasmas — gases 
composed of charged particles — in the atmospheres of Jupiter 
and Saturn. 


FBI appointment praised 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Vernon Jordan, executive director of 
the Urban League, has praised President Carter’s appointment 
of Frank Johnson as F B I director and urged support of Carter’s 
welfare reform proposals. 
“ It is one of the signals that we asked tor and are prepared to 
urge the Congress to give support to,’’ Jordan said Sunday of the 
welfare proposals 
He said that the appointment of Johnson, a federal judge from 
Alabama, to head the F B I was "a very encouraging sign” for 
blacks. 
But Jordan, who appeared with NAACP leader Benjamin 
Hooks on ABC's “ Issues and Answers,” said Carter has been too 
slow in dealing with the unemployment problem. 
"Inflation is a cruel enemy to the poor,” Hooks said, “ but not 
nearly as cruel as being without a job month after month, year 
after year .”

Tidal waves as high as 16 feet crashed over villages on the 
coasts of Sumbawa and Lombok and demolished more than 150 
homes Mintareja said he believed hundreds of persons were 
injured.

V oyager speeds to Jupiter 


PASADENA, Calif. <AP) — The Voyager 2 spacecraft is 
speeding toward Jupiter. Saturn and beyond while scientists try 
o analyze its shaky start and the problems that threatened the 
mission 


Scientists at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory here ordered the 
spacelab, equipped with television cameras, to turnseveral of its 
instruments on and off late Sunday night to test them. 
rhey were to analyze the results of those experiments today. 
Hut the scientists said the Voyager 2 appears to have overcome 
its earlier troubles and was sailing smoothly to the outer planets 
and eventually out of the solar system. 
Most troubling of the Voyager 2’s apparent problems was the 
possible failure of a boom containing cameras and scientific tests 
to project itself away from the craft’s body. But engineers now 
believe the boom did extend and is within one degree of its proper 
position 
That diagnosis was made Saturday night when mission con­ 
trollers ordered a sun sensor on the boom to turn toward the sun 
so it could absorb solar rays That command was obeyed, said 
mission controller Jerry Stilwell. and data fed back to Earth 
began showing the absorption of solar heat. 
The Voyager's problems, including an unstable gyroscope — 
used to keep the craft on course — and a malfunctioning com­ 
puter, began about an hour after its launch from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla , Saturday morning 
Cape Canaveral spacecraft manager John Casani met with his 
engineers on Sunday to make sure the Voyager 2’s twin. Voyager 
1, doesn’t have the same kind of problems when it is launched 
Sept 
l. Voyager 1 is scheduled to arrive at Jupiter before 
Voyager 2 because it is traveling a more direct route 
The two spacecraft are being sent on the voyage in a $500 
million effort to study, among other things, plasmas — gases 
composed of charged particles — in the atmospheres of Jupiter 
and Saturn

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MEASURING FI8H 
Since many states have set 
length limits on the most 
popular game fish species, 
knowing the length of the fish 
you catch is important. 
Through controls such as 
seasons and length limits, an 
effort is made to keep the 
population of fish in your 
favorite lake or stream repro­ 
ducing at a level which will 
assure you good fishing. 
Knowing this, it’s easy to 
understand the importance of 
having a measuring device of 
some kind along when you fish. 
One of the best ideas seen by 
Mercury

experts was a cloth tape rule 
glued to the side wall of an 
innovative angler’s boat. 
Cutting off a three-foot 
section of common sewing tape 
rule, the fisherman used water­ 
proof glue, and then brushed on 
several coats of polyurethane 
varnish to give the rule a per­ 
manent coating.
